They are also seeking to have the pen- 
sion raised to £6 — half the basic wage — 
as soon as possible. 

These claims are modest enough from 
people who have served Australia well, 
and who, indirectly, as former employees, 
have helped to build up the nation s 
present unprecedented prosperity. 

Surely one of the tests of a nation's 
standard of civilisation is the manner in 
which it looks after its old people? 

Are they warm, wclf-fcd, and well- 
housed? 

Regrettably, this Isn't always the case in 
Australia, as any social worker will tell 

you. 

In pressing their claims, pensioners 
have spoken of appalling conditions 
under which thousands of them are forced 
to live. 

For many, longevity has become a 
doubtful blessing. 

The pension, out of ail proportion to 
the soaring costs of living, barely keeps a 
roof over their heads, and it has been re- 
ported that never has malnutrition been 
so rife among pensioners. 

Hundreds of them, alone and friendkss 
after a lifetime of honest work, arc living 
in slum rooms on near-starvation diets. 

Although their plight is pitiful enough 
in the summer, it is accentuated in the 
cold winter months when often it's a 
choice between extra food and fuel for 
the grate. 

Warm clothing, a mailer of necessity 
to everyone, becomes a luxury for them on 
the pittance they are allotted. 

Our old-age pensioners arc not asking 
for charity. In their declining years they 
have a right to look to the Government 
for help. Let us hope their plea will not be 
unheard.

An American set out to solve

SPENDING a quid and 
pleasant summer in the 
Kentish village of Chisk- 
hurst are two Americans, 
Mr. and Mrs. Calvin Hoff- 
man, of New York. 

The local people have come 
in know the Hoffmani well. 
They regard them as ,t charm- 
ing couple, of the tvpc benevo- 
lently known in this country 
u "noi like Americans -it all " 

Chisjehursl is a pretty vil- 
lage, only a mile or two from 
where the great city of Lou* 
don finally iurrumhs to (he 
gentle green. 

Perhaps it is understand- 
able that thi- linttmani might 
prefer ii to la-indon, to 
Brighton and Bath, lo Strat- 
furd-on-Avon, tn ihc hundred 
and one places which bring 
visitors to Britain. 

The Hoflmans sit in the sun 
and i hat with the other guests 
at the quiet lleathr-rbank 
Hotel. 'i"hey wander through 
(hr village, pausing lo visit ihr 
12th-century church of Si. 
Nicholas. Mrs, Huffman 
spends a good deal of time 
tattling. 

And H-year-oLd Mr. Hoff- 
man, with thoroughgoing 
glee, is pinning a revolution. 

This calm-mannered, smil- 
ing drama critic believes he is 
at the last stages nl unmask- 
ing William Shakespeare ns 
an impostor, and establishing 
another Elizabethan dramatist, 
Christopher Marlowe, as the 
great author. 

Mr. Hoffman contends that 
"Kit" Marlowe was not killed 
in a lavrrn fight at l>eplfard 
on May 30, 1593. He says that 
the murder was faked with the 
help of the Elizabethan cour- 
tier and patron, Sir Thomas 
Walsingham, «i th.it M.ulowr 
could escape treason and 
heresy charges. 

Marlowe, Hoffman says, fled 
to the Continent, and perhap) 
later returned to Walsmg- 
ham's home, Sradbury Hall, 
< -hislehurst. He continued 
writing, but obviously could 
not sign hit work. 

'Hie plays, with Walling* 
ham's ronnivanre, were 
"fathered" by an artor of the 
day, William Shakespeare. 

Some time late in July, 
Huffman hopes to open the 
1 7lh-eentitry stone vault of 
Sir Thomas Walsingham in 
the Church of St. Nicholas, 
Chiilehurst, and there find the 
rnncrrtc evidence he has been 
seeking for 18 yean. 

If he i« lucky, even beyond 
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his own expectations, he may 
lind the whole of the manu- 
scripts with the name of 
Christopher Marlowe on the 
title page. Perhaps there 
will be just a strap of paper 
which will tell something. 

Mr. Hoffman it philosoph- 
ical about the outcome. 

It the tomb yields nothing, 
Mr. Hoffman 13 by no means 
at ihe end of his quest. He 
thinks now he has unearthed 
lite Walsingham papers. They 
are the next step. 

The Walsingham lomb is 
typical of the setbacks and 
exasperations into which Mr. 
Huffman's theory have led 
him. 

Two years ago he applied to 
the then rector of the church, 
Canon Lumb, for permission 
to open the vault. Canon 
iaimh refused, saying it was 
"desecration and sacrilege." 

Later Carton l.umb died. On 
July 8 a nr-w rector, Canon 
Reginald McCahcarty, was in- 
ducted. 

Mr. Hoffman is confident of 
more success this time. 

The rector has the final say. 
However. Mr. Hoffman needs 
the permission as well of the 
local bishop, the registrar and 
chancellor of the diocese, the 
lord of the manor, and the 
Home Secretary. 

The Bishop of Rochester, 
Dr. Christopher Chavasse, has 
agreed to the opening of (lie 
tomb, subject to the new rec- 
tor's approval. 

The lord of the manor, 
Major Marsham-Townshend, 
a remote descendant of Sir 
Thomas Walsingham, has said 
no one in his family would 
object to the 
tomb being 
opened. 

The vault to in 
the chapel of 
the W a I sing 
ham family in 
Church. 

In it is buried also Sir K.I- 
ward Walsingham, former 
keener of the Tower of Lon- 
don, during whose term of 
office Anne Boleyn antl Sir 
Thomas More were beheaded. 

It is a simple lomb, and it 
would be a routine matter for 
a stonemason to open it. 

Mr. Hoffman does not 
merely think he is right. He 
is completely, calmly con- 
vinced that Marlowe wrote 
every one of the plays ascribed 
to Shakespeare, 

He regards his only task 
now is to convince others. 

His book setting mil fully 
the theory ol Marlowe's

authorship. "The Murder of 
the Man Who Was Shake- 
speare," has jusi been pub- 
lished. 

He says in it he has proved 
his case. 

"There is no one piece of 
evidence yet whirh is conclu- 
sive," he admits. "However, 
H5 per cent, of criminal con- 
victions are secured on cir- 
cumstantial evidence. 1 have 
produced estough circumstan- 
tial evidence lo prove my 
case." 

The only sign 
of eccentricity 
this intelligent, 
unaffected man 
shews ii the zeal 
with which he 
guards his theory. 

So thoroughly has Hoffman 
entered intn the climate of 
his own theory that he no 
longer thinks of Shakespeare 
as an airihnr. 

When he speaks of Shake- 
speare in ronvcrsalion he is 
referring 10 an Elizabethan 
actor fie docs noi sneak of 
him churlishly. In a way. he 
is grateful for the service 
Shakespeare performed for his 
idol, Marlowe. 

On what does Hoffman's 
theory rest? 

The external "proofs" are in 
Marlowe's murder, ihe inter- 
na! "proofs'* in the Shake- 
spearian texts. 

Hoffman bad brought to 
light details of Marlowe's 



murder which are al least per- 
plexing. 

On May 30, 1593, when 
Marlowe went with three men 
to the tavern at lX-ptfnrd, n 
lew miles from Chislehuncl 
lie was under open arrest for 
treason and heresy. 

At the worst he faced death 
by burning. At the best torture 
and imprisonment. 

The idea of faking a mur- 
der and disappearing could 
easily have occurred lo Mar- 
lowe, who was experienced in 
intrigue. 

Strange facts about the mur- 
der were that Marlowe was 
buried in an unknown grave, 
and the murderer, Ingram 
Frizer, was pardoned after 
only a month's imprisonment 
and went back to Walfiing- 
ham'l service. 

Having ingeniously resus- 
citated Marlowe, Hoffman 
had only to lean on the quan- 
daries and perplexities which 
have faced all students of 
Shakespeare's texts. 

i"here are Shakespeare'i 
lark of hurtling, his "little 
l^atin and less Creek. 1 ' There 
it the fact thai Shakespeare'i 
name does not appear on any 
title page until "Love's 
Labour's Lost" in 1598. Also 
of the 36 plays in the pntihu- 
moui First Folio, 'H were 
printed for the first lime. Why 
was Shakespeare so modest 
about hit own work? 



Mr. Hoffman also pointed 
out that Shakespeare's first 
work, the poem "Venus and 
Adonis" wax registered at the 
stationer's office with no name 
six weeks brforc Marlowe's 
death. It was puhlishiHl four 
months after his death, and 
so resembles Marlowe's "Hero 
aod Ijcandcr," that many 
authorities, have given Mar- 
lowe the authorship. 

Mr. Hoffman says that in 
bis book he has listed 1000 
parallelisms between the works 
of Marlowe and Shakespeare. 
Hr says they are too numer- 
ous and blatant la be mere co- 
incidences or borrowings. 

For 18 years Mr. Hoffman 
piled one piece of evidence on 
another. As diligently as he 
sought evidence to support his 
claim he sought one overwhel- 
ming fact to disprove it. 

"I've laboriously tried to 
disprove the thing," he says 
"And all Tve succeeded in 
doing is to convince myself 
more deeply that mv theory is 
the irullt." 

Now in the slow weeks of 
waiting, Mr. Hoffman is busy 
gathering adherents. 

He has addressed groups ai 
Cambridge and Oxford I'm- 
versities. 

Oxford Llniversity, he 
proudly announces, now has a 
Marlowe Society, pledged to 
support his theory. 



Mr. Hoffman also spotr 
the Oxlordians — those 1 
believe that the plat 
Shakespeare were writtc; 
Edward dc VV-re, Earl ..: 
ford, but does not clain 
converts. 

Soon he will venture 
enemy territory.

players. Many said in the 
pre-mirrophone days: "You 
don't have to strain your 
voice to be heard." 

Bill Morgan, oldest mem- 
ber of the Royal staff, can't 
believe that one day the 
theatre will be no more. 

fintn night's 

J-JE told me that in his boy- 
hood he lived over the 
jewellery shop across the road 
from the theatre and every 
chance he got he would go 
round tn the bark of the 
theatre. 

"Once," he said, "1 got 
pushed on to thr stage in a 
crowd scene," and he smiled 
reflectively. 

The only other time he was 
before the footlights was 
years later during a perform- 
ance by Emili r P o I i n i, 
but when he was called 
in from his fob of ushering to 
learn, in minutes, a missing 
actor's lines. 

"I got through all right." 
he said, 

ffe joined the theatre as a 
call boy in 131)9, when he was 
12, and held office as sweets 
seller and office boy, among 
other jobs. 

"Then on Vire-Regal nights 
it was my job to lay the red 
carpet for the Governor, and 
I used to fancy myself.

"The dress circle was really

Many a time 1 have seen 
beautifully dressed women 
stoop lo ring ihe muddy water 
out of their trains before go- 
ing into die dieatfe," 

Then horse trains ran down 
Hindley Siree!, which was lit 
with gas lam pi. 

"Crowds used to asscmhlt 
just id watch the peoplt 
arrive. And after the shu* 
I would call the carriages foi 
the Mortlncks and the Ten 
nanls and other well-knowi 
pcuple of die times." 

Mr. H. Pollock was lesser 
of the Theatre Royal in Bill 
Murgan's youth, and he and 
Mm. Pollock lived over the 
entrance to the hack stalls. 

"Mr. Pollock would 
be dressed tn receive his 
smart patrons and 
people used to say that 
the diamond he wore on 
his shirt front used lo 
tight up flindlcy Streci. 

Mrs. Pollock sat up- 
stairs in ihe dress-circle 
lounge to welcome 
theatregoers and lo 
hold court, her 
fingers stiff with 
diamond rings. 

One of Bill 
Morgan's jobs lied up neatly 
with some research I made at 
the Puhlir Library on the be- 
ginnings of the theatre. 

When the Theatre Royal 
was 111 years old, in 1878, it 
wai demolished and rebuilt 
and up-to-date lighting was 
installed - a gasolier, hang- 
ing from the dome. 

According to a newspaper 
of the day this was "lit by 
what is known as a pilot light, 
that is, by a liny jet of gas 
always kepi burning. When 
lit, the gasolier was referred 
to as a "blaie of light." 

"Yes, I knew that pilot 
well," said Bill. 

"On windy nights it would

blow out and I hud tu re- 
light it. This meant climbing 
up to the gallery, then up 
some steps into the dome of 
the theatre, then up some 
more steps. With a long taper 
I would light the pilot and 
it svuuld blow out again. It 
was a dirty job." 

In 1914, when the theatre 
was rrnnvated in its present 
design, an electric ity plant 
was installed III a shed near 
the stage donr. This made a 
"flood uf brilliant light." 

Melodrama was Rill Mor- 
fans' favorite type of play. "1 
wish they would revive some 
of the old dramas," he said 
wistfully. 

"In Kasi Lynue you'd see 
people drying their eyes as 
linlr Willy passed away." 

Ccorgo Rignnld and Bland 
Hoh dramas were stark 
realism, 

"Olirc I remember Genrge 
Rtgimld was in » sensational 
rare with a train which 
whi/flrd past on one of \bw 
min ing curtains. George came 
pedalling on his bicycle at 
top xpeed trying to race it, 
hut somewhere he missed and 
llimbled Own the footlights." 

Horses played their part in 
Bill Morgan's reminiscences, 
lie tells of Julius Knight as 
Napoleon in "The Royal 
Divorce," mniinlrd on a white 
. h otter on » rock on St. 
Helena, Bill had to help 
Julius to moon! the home. 



'All was impressively still 
when an explosion on the 
stage blew away half the 
scenery. 

"But," said Bill, "aclor and 
horse stayed firm as Ihe Rock 
of Gibraltar." 

Once a well-known show 
hunirr was llroughi in to 
jump across a chasm nn the 
stage. 

"When J. C. Williamson's 
put on 'Hen Hur" and "The 
Whip." we had broken-down 
rarehnrses at full gallop on 
the stage. They were in stalls 
with a moving flour under 
them and though galloping 
they remained put " 

Melon's whim 

gUX MORGAN tells of one 
of Melba's opera seasons 
whrn she brought out an 
Italian Opera Company. 
• On lhat occasion Melha 
brought her own dressing- 
room furniture from Mel- 
bourne. Dressing-room No. 
3, generally allotted to the 
stars, was not large enough 
for it all. 

So Melha moved up to No. 
12 and ordered it to be 
stripped anil scoured- Became 
she would not have paint, 
paper, or kalsoniiur, the room 
had lo be lined with cretonne. 
"She used that room twice," 
Bill said. 

"When Oscar Asche came 



he had dressing-room "No. 7, 
but he also look ihe nest one 
for a bathroom and we Iviri 
to have a lead floor put dosvn 
and bath and he ter instnlb-d. 

"lie had a black valet who 
used to massage and rub down 
the 22-slnne star, who, if he 
was pul out, would roar like 
a bull." 

Bill recalls that Maggie

acting in the play when he 
had joined ihe theatre. 

"She was a lovely person. 
If she met me in j |u-..i : . 
she would link her arm iu 
mine and say: 'Come on, (bill- 
ing, ' and she would dance me 
down the corridor." 

Oiher world-famous artists 
who appeared at the Theatre 
Roval included Sacah Bern- 
hardt (in 1R9P, the Broughs, 
Dinn Boiicicanlt, ihe \ an- 
brughi, famous dancer Hence, 
Ciracr Palotla, Carrie Mnore, 
Ada Ward, l.ady Korbc-i Rob- 
ertson. Cyril Maude. Muriel 
Starr, comedians George anil 
Edward Laurie and Alfresl 
Frith, and Judith Anderson 
(bom in Adelaide), Mole 
Tilheradge and Eric Muxton. 

The first performance ever 
given at the Theatre Roval, 
in 1868, wits "All Thai (ilii- 
ters Is Nol Gold."

Solomon's Seal grows well 
in the coJd districts of Australia, especially 
in the mountains, but it will thrive in hotlrr

The crown, which is dormant in winter, 
sends up strong sterna in spring- It needs 
plenty of water in summer to gel maximum 
growth and good quality flowers.

The true Arum has green flowers. Arum 
ftaticum is ihe name of the species, which 
Ls quite uncommon.

Eucomis, one of the Cape hulbs, is another 
rare green-flowering plant It is some I inn-- 
called the pineapple flower, because in sum- 
mer the long stems carry a large number oi 
^rceuihb Mowers compaciiy up ihe stem, with 
a rosette of small leaves on the top. 

They have large bulbs 
which need not be disturbed f«»r 
years. They do IjCSl in heaty, 
rich soil, being rank feeders. 
K. punctata and f\. undulata are the most 
cummon species. E. rcgin is a very tjll 
species with the flower *pike. reaching five to 
jiix feet. 

Gunnera manieata is a speciacular peren- 
nial herb which has a itout creeping rool 
slotk and tniR'" lobed leaves six feel or rnnre 
across produced on a prickly stem which 
grows lo six feet- 

The greenish flowers- are carried on a 
dense tapering spike which may be as much 
an three feet long. This majestic plant needs 
rich, moist soil in a protected sunny place for 
best results. 

Another .specie.*, G. chilensis, is a le_cs ram- 
p a n t grower And 
can rope with drier 
soil. Tt it more 
suited to smaller 
gardens than O. 
manicala. 

Arauthu^ called 
bear's breech, is a 
. thixtlr - like pemi- 
ni.il s-hruh which 
grows to three feet 
and produces at- 
iractive leaven 12 to 
21 ini In.'s long and 
six to 12' inches 
wide, 'I tie green- 
ish - while flowers 
are produced in 
spiket .(b'Hit ID inches leiii; 

The plant is semi-hardy 
and does best in rich, wetl- 
drainrd soil, reeding winlcr 
proLeclion where frosts are 
heavy. It ti propagated by 
root division in spring Of 
Katwirm. 

l,emon Balm or Balm of 
Gilpad. Melissa nffi. in.ili^ 
var. variegate is an aromatic 
iwrrt herb with soft green leaves mai^im'd 
or dappled with cream. Ii spreads rapidly 
by a creeping root stock and looks vers 
attractive planted along ihe edge uf a border. 

There i* a green-flowering cherry, rare in 
Australia but sometimes seen in botanical 
collections. It is Pmnm lannesiana var. 
ftrandtflora, and it produces a profusion of 
large semi-do-iibtr in double tjrcenish-yeHow 
flowen in spring.

"OCALLOPS are very popular when in 
O season in France," says Tony, of 
Sydney's Colony Club, "They are known as 
Coquille Si. Jacques, and the scallop shelb are 
frequently used as individual baking dishes/' 
"I find Taamanian scallops very tender, and 
delicate in flavor." 

To prepare this dish for four to six persons the 
Following ingredients will be required: 

Three pounds scallops, 4 raps fish stock or water, 
2 caps white wine, 2 medium white unions, chopped 
fine, 4 tablespoons butter, \ teaspoon cayenne pep- 
per, Ij cloves garlic, minced fine, 1 cup fresh 
cream, 2 tablespoon! cornflour, 3 egg-yolks, 4 
tablespoons grated Parmesan cheese, \\ table- 
spoons chopped parsley, I J cups buttered cruinbs. 

Steam scallops, or simmer b" to fl minutes in fish 
Stock, white wine, salt, and cayenne pepper. Re- 
move from heat, drain, reserving liquid.
